Manila, P. I., Aug. 20 UP)— 


Two sharp 
earthquakes 
threw 


Manila into darkness tonight in 
a terrifying welcome to American 
refugees arriving from war-torn 
Shanghai. 


Manila residents fled from their 


homes and hotels into the dark- 
ened streets where light wires 
lay in a 
tangled mess. 
Macv 


fires started by the shocks, the 
worst in 40 years, added to the 
panic. 


Se\eral large buildings and a 


number of churches were dam- 
aged. 
Other 
major 
structures 


swayed 
noticeably. 
Many 
in- 


juries but no deaths were 
ported during the confusion fol- 
lowing the first shock about S 
p. m. 
The second tremor added 


new terror 20 minutes later. The 
shocks were felt 
at

200 


miles away. 


Most terrified by the rumbling 


and shaking of the earth -were the 


6 refugees arriving aboard the 


President Jefferson to a supposed 
haven after their horrible e,\peri- 
ences in Shanghai. 


One girl among a score of 


screaming

Delayed more than an hour and 
a half at the breakwater, many 
of the women refugees were tear-

Flagship Struck 


Shanghai, Aug.

(JP)—One 


United States sailor was killed 
and 
eighteen 
wounded tonight 


when an anti-aircraft 
shell 
of 


undetermined origin struck the 
after well deck of the cruiser 
Augusta, flagship of the United 
States Asiatic fleet. 


The Augusta, flagship of Ad 


miral 
Harry E. 
Yarnell, fleet 


commander, has been lying in the 
Whangpoo river a little down- 
stream from the heart of the in- 
ternational 
settlement, covering 


the evacuation of American re- 
fugees from stricken Shanghai. 


The shell plunged from a high 


angle. Both Japanese and Chinese 
artillery and anti-aircraft batter- 
ies 
had 
been 
firing 
furiously 


through the late afternoon and 
into the night. 


The sailor killed was Freddie 


John 
Falgout 
of 
Raceland, 


Florida. 


None of the eighteen wounded 


was seriously hurt. 


The shell struck the Augusta 


at 6:40 p. m., when Japanese and 
Chinese guns were roaring 
on 


both banks of the Whangpoo and 
from warships on the river. 


Shortly before the Augusta was 


three big shells, believed 


to have come from Chinese guns 
concealed 
on rooftops in 
the 


northern Chapei area, plunged in- 
to, the river close to the cruiser. 


The Augusta's crew of 800 im- 


mediately was ordered to take 
shelter below decks. The crews of 
other American and foreign war- 
ships on the Whangpoo took sim- 
ilar action. 


Shortly after the Augusta was 


hit another shell fell less than 
100 yards astern of her on the 
Potung side of the river. 


Shortly after 10 p. m. (9 a. m., 


E.S.T.) Japanese warships on the 
Whangpoo and Chinese batteries 
to the south of the international 
settlement began a duel •with big 
caliber guns. Under the detona- 
tions Shanghai rocked as if in an 
earthquake. 


The Augusta stood by earlier 


today as two United States des-

This 
outcome, however, was not un- 
expected. Other countries 
had 


tried similar schemes and failed. 
Britain 
and rubber, Cuba and 


sugar, Brazil and coffee were all 
good examples of the futility of 
crop control. Nature would have 
wiped out the cotton surplus in 
her own way. Actually it took 
the drouth to clean up the job in 
the end. The South's agricultural 
problem Is basically deeper than 
too much cotton. It is lack of 
proper diversification 
of 
crops. 


Cotton has been over-emphasized 
at the expense of other products. 
The South realizes this and her 
agricultural bureaus are now en- 
couraging diversification. But at 
the moment all eyes are focussed 
on "King Cotton." 


Record World Crop 


Cotton consumption seems to 


follow o two-year cycle. The 1936- 
37 season was a record year for 
cotton use. So unless business is 
tremendously good it looks like 
the next 12 months will be the 
"off" 
season. If that's the case, 


cotton will be in a weaker posi- 
tion 
statistically and 
without 


interference the price might go 
still lower. Actually the best thing 
for the South is to let the price 
seek its own level. However some- 
thing apparently had to be done 
politically to help "the planter."

the spring. 


The botanical tulips are just the 


thing for the rock garden. They 
have lovely odd shapes and the 
foliage is interesting. 
They can 


be left in the ground year after 
year and will thrive and increase. 
Plant them in fairly deep, well 
drained pockets. 


The autumn flowering crocus 


zonatus is perfectly hardy and will 
bloom in October or November. It 
should be planted this month. 


A lovely bed of ferns can be 


had by bringing the ferns in from 
the woods. Cut back the tops and 
plant them in moist soil and they 
will make a new growth before 
frost. 


Daisies are among the longest 


lived flowers for a showing in the 
garden and for cutting and they 
will grow in almost any soil. 


Many amateur gardeners do not 


realize the importance of frequent 
cultivation of the soil. Any ordi- 
nary piece of soil will give satis- 
factory results if it is given the 
constant stirring that partially 
disintegrates it and releases for 
the use of the plant the nutritive 
elements they need.

FALL IS A GOOD SEASON 


TO SEED SHADED AREAS 


(By The Master Gardener) 


Most every gardener has certain 


shaded areas in the lawn where It 
is difficult to get a satisfactory 
turf. 
Of course, one can always 


resort to ground covers, but in 
many situations, turf is much 
more desirable. 


Try seeding such shaded areas 


In the fall—preferably about mid- 
August. Where the shade is due 
to deciduous trees, this practice is 
particularly desirable, since the 
young grass plants get a great deal 
more light as the leaves begin to 
fall in the autumn, and also have 
a chance to make 
a 
vigorous 


growth before the leaves appear 
in th'e spring. 


But before seeding, give atten- 


tion to two important factors: 


1. See that drainage is good. 


Soil under trees has a tendency to 
remain wet during rainy periods, 
because evaporation is slow. This 
causes it to become very compact 
and with the advent of warm 
weather the soil bakes and great 
cracks appear, resulting in the 
other 
extreme—a 
shortage 
of 


moisture. If drainage is defective, 
remedy this by installing suitable 
tile drainage. And likewise, if the 
texture of the soil- is not good, 
correct this. 


2. Kemember that in shaded! 


areas lack of sufficient plant food 
is often one of the most important 
factors responsible for failure to 
grow a good lawn. The surround- 
ing trees take all available plant 
food and the grass suffers. 
Both 


trees and lawn surface should be j 
fed, but if you cannot feed the 
trees by August 15 it is best to 
delay this task until the trees are 
dormant, in fall or early winter. 


To feed trees, make holes in a 


circle under the 
spread 
of 
the 


branches. 
The holes should be 


about 2 inches in diameter and 12 
to 18 inches deep. Fill the holes 
with a mixture of half complete 
plant food and half soil. Then wa- 
. In figuring the requirements 


of a tree, allow one pound to each 
nch of circumference of the trunk, 
measuring the trunk 
four feet 


above the ground. 


Then feed the lawn area, apply- 


ng four Ibs. of complete plant 
'ood per 100 square feet, watering 
n well. 


Several days later, loosen the 


urface soil thoroughly with 
a 


rake, and seed the area with a 
ihade-tolerant grass. Poa trivia- 
is is one of the best; Chewing's 
Fescue is also desirable. 
Rake in 


well or cover with screened soil 
or pulverized peat moss. 
Keep 


f surface moist until the seed 


las germinated. 


As fall advances, remove fallen 


.ree leaves from, time to time, as 
hey smother young grass.

This statement was in answer 


to a "panicky" attitude which he 
said the local yard owners appar- 
ently were in at the present time 
as disclosed by statements made 
by operators that they feared for 
the industry in the locality unless 
brick prices increased. 
Yard op- 


erators in the Kingston area have 
expressed a belief that under pres- 
ent low prices of brick, an increase 
of 13 per cent in wages as re-
